MR. OLIVER SPEAKS IN 
WINNIPEG. 


The Free Press gives the follow- 
ing aceount of the speech of Mr. 
Oliver at the banquet given in his 
honor in Winnipeg on Saturday ev- 
ening. 

On ristng to respond to the toast, 
Hon. Mr, Oliver received a great 
pva tion. 

It would -be as improper, he said, 
when the cheering had ceased, as it 
would be untrue to pretend that he 
had mot been pleased by what had 
been said by the presidents of the 
two Liberal clubs in Winnipeg and 
by the ovation he had received from 
those present. As had been said, he 
was astranger in Winnipeg—today, 
But he hed been a resident of Win- 
niger before many of those listening 
to him had seen the city or had even 
heard of it. He did not take this 
great meetimg altogether as 2 com- 
phment to himself, but rather as a 
festive function of Liberalism.

Att my ts had been made to make 
the public believee that separate 
schools in the west were being secur- 
ed on the demand and at the instig- 
ation of the Roman Catholic church. 
Nothing was farther from the truth. 
So far as the religious instruction in 
the schools was concerned, that had 
come about by the instigation and 
on the demand>-of Protestants quit 
1s much as Catholics. 

Until 1893 in the Northwest there 
had been a dual seh0ol system: Part 
of the schools had been controlled by 
the Roman Qaitholio clergy.under a 
board: * of e@vedtion?’ the remaining 
schools by Protestant clergy under 
the board of education. Though the 
clergy were good, it had been found 
that the schools. were,not and ‘the 
ceoplesiad eonsifered fiint with a 
little less clergy and «a little more 
school they would be better off. 
They had eliminated the clergy fea- 
ture m the schools of both varieties 
ana placed al} schools directly un- 
der government control. 

With tegard to religious instruc- 
tion, Mr. Oliver said that personal- 
ally he was not in favor of having it 
in echopls,, but he was well aware 
that a great many people were m 
favor of it. So-called “Godless 
schools” hea been attacked in Mani- 
ba by Roman Catholics on one hand 
and by Protestants on the other, by 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy on 
the one hhnd and th: Projtiestant 
hierarchy on the other. His audi- 
ence would remember that the Manr- 
toba government, to get its measure 
through’ and save its life, was obliged 
to allow for religious instruction in 
schools. : 

When thkt religious instruction 
was provided by « Protestant board, 
be contended thai it would certainly 
comstitute no grievance to Roman 
Catholic people. “We Protestants,” 
the speaker said, -‘‘believe in tolera- 
tion, an¢ when we insist on intoler- 
ance we are not good Protestants. 
So when the Northwest government 
were remodelling their schoo] bili at- 
tacked by Protestants and Catholics 
alike, they provided for half an hour 
of reifgicus instruction, or — rather 
balf an hour of permitted instruc- 
tion. In this way, Protestants or 
@atholics could have it and at the 
same time they needn’t have it.. 

In the North West there were 1,052 
schools. Of that number only 
twelve had avatied themselves of the 
privilege of separate religious instvuc- 
tion during half an hour of . the 
school dny. Eight of these were in 
tawns, and only four in the countrv. 
Of the four, two Were Protestant and 
two Catholic. The principle of toler- 
ance in whith the people of the West 
believed, had resulted without any 
pressure 1n but uwelve schools out of 
more than a thousand, asking to be
